The d ecision was mad e 
upon tlie petition of the Louisville A Nash­ 
ville an d other railroad com pan ies which 
were amon g the first to apply for rt lief 
from the o[*eration of the fourth section . 
The d ecision comprises more th an 15,000 
word s. The m ost im p o rtan t feature is 
the an n oun cem en t th a t the comm ission , 
after m ature con sid eration , is satisfied 
th a t the sta tute d oes n o t 
require it. 
in every in stan ce of an exception al case, 
to gran t its ord er for relief. 
The d ecision 
says: 
Before the carrier is a t lilierty in its d e­ 
p arture from the gen eral rule, the carrier 
m ust jud ge for itself what are "eulistariti- 
ally sim ilar 
circum stan ces an d 
con d i­ 
tion s," which preclud e a special rate, re­ 
bate or d raw back which is mad e un lawful 
by the law, sin ce n o tribun al is empowered 
to jud ge for it un til after the carrier has 
acted ; then on ly for th s purpose of d eter­ 
min in g whether its action s con stitutes a 
violation of law. The carrier jud ges on 
peril of the con sequen ces; but the special 
rates, rebate or d raw back which it gran ts 
are n ot illegal when it turn s out th a t the 
circum stan ces aud con d ition s were 
n o t 
such as forbid it; an d us con gress clearly 
in ten d ed this, it m ust also, when usin g the 
sam e word s in the fourth section , have in ­ 
ten d ed th a t the carrier whose privilege was 
in som e way limited bv them , should act 
upon its jud gm en t of lim itin g circum ­ 
stan ces an d con d ition s. 
The commission , 
therefore, will n ot un d ertake to d ecid e in 
ad van ce w hat con stitutes or whut d oc* 
n ot con stitute d iscrim in ation un d er "sub­ 
stan tially sim ilar circum stan ces an d con ­ 
d ition s," but will leave the railroa 1 com­ 
pan ies in fixin g their tariffs to act upon 
their own jud gm en t an d a t their risk, sub­ 
ject to accoun tability before the com m is­ 
sion an d the courts in esses where com ­ 
plain t is m ad e by in terested parties of 
violation of the law.

ed. 
Anoth er attem pt to rapture th e 
h orse, wh ich usually was a very gentle 
creature, succeeded no better th an 
th e first, th e animal avoiding th e man 
in a manner h ith erto unknown. Th e 
h orse ran up th e road again and call­ 
ed to th e man to follow—called to 
h im by every dumb sign, almost as 
plainly as th ough h e were possessed 
of th e power of speech . 
Th ese unusual proceed irupi so im­ 
pressed th e ranch man th at h e felt 
th at someth ing was wrong, owner of 
th e h orse was called—h ad met with 
some mish ap?

London, Jan e 21.—The first day of the 
fifty-first year of the reign of Queen Victoria 
over Great Britain 
opened with perfect 
summer weather in London. 
The crowds 
were unprecedented in number and size. 
Thousands of people who j'esterday selected 
locations arouud the route of to-day’s pro­ 
cession, in order to retain them, occupied 
them all the nig ht 
A steady stream of 
pedestrians and carriages poured constantly 
ali night into the city from all directions 
towards the West End. 
At 5 o'clock this 
morning every point of vantage along the 
streets which composed the roydl procession 
route was secured. 
At 9 o’clock the line of 
route was on each side a compact mass of 
people. The scene at Westminster abbey was 
most brilliant 
Every seat was tilled and 
every person a distinguished person. 
There 
never probably in modern times assembled 
under one roof an audience sow ell and so 
brilliantly arranged. 
Every man present 
entitled to wear uniform or decoration had 
both on. When this audience was all seated, 
the scene presented was incomparable. 
For 
a while when all were seated there was 
quiet, but this was only temporary and 
lasted only long enough for the people to 
locate one another. 
Then there was the life 
of recongnitiou and of gossip, and it gradu­ 
ated rapidly into a uoisv hum. 
When Prime 
Minister Salisbury entered and proceeded to 
the place set apart for him he was cheered. 
When Mr. Gladstone was observed quietly 
edging his way to his seat, he was also 
cheered. 
The line of the procession from 
Buckingham palace to Westminster abbey 
was as follows: 
From the palace portals to Constitution hill, 
Picadilly, Recent street, Waterloo place, Pall 
Mall, East C ocks pun street, Northumberland 
avenue, Thames embankment. Bridge street 
to the abbey. 
The line of route was kept by nearly 10,- 
000 troops representing all branches of the 
service, and in addition GOO boys from naval 
training ships were drawn up at the base of 
the Nelson m onum ent 
In addition to the 
military many thousands of police, both 
mounted and on foot, were on duty under 
the command of Sir Charles Warren. 
The 
military forte was under command of Gen. 
Geipps and CJpl. Stirling, of the Coldstream 
Guards. 
The particular feature at Buck­ 
ingham palace was that the two services 
were equally honored, the guards lining one 
side of the roadway at Buckingham palace 
gates and on the other side the Blue Jackets 
were posted. 
The same services were also 
repr< sen ted in a like manner at the entrance 
to Westminster abbey. 
The first of the 
royal procession was eomj>osedof the Indian 
princes and a few minor German princes 
A 
lew minutes before 11 o'clock the second 
part of the procession left. 
This was com ­ 
posed of some fifteen carriages, the occu­ 
pants being 
The kina of Denmark, the klne of Belgium, the 
king of Saxony, the king of the Hellenes, the 
crown prince oi Austria, the crown prince of 
Portugal, the queen of the Belgians, the crown 
prince of Greece, Prince George of Greece, the 
crown princess of Austria and the grand duke 
of MechSenburgh. 
THE QUEEN APPEARS. 
Punctually at 1 1 :15 a. m. the queen in an 
open carriage emerged from the palace 
gates. 
At sight of her thousands of voices 
were lifted up in cheers, joined by the music 
of many bands stationed in front of the 
palace. 
Leading in tbo journey 
to 
the 
abbey were the Life Guards. 
Then came 
the follow ing in the order named: 
The Aides-de-camp and royal equerries; staff 
of the duke ot Cam bride; the queen’s ladies in 
waiting and at ate officials; a l>ody of Life Guards; 
the duchess of Bncclengh mispress of the robes: 
Princess Victoria of Schleswig-Holstein; Prin­ 
cess Margaret of iTussia; Prince Alfred of Edin­ 
burgh; Princess Victoria and Sophia of Prussia;

The eight horses 
that drew her majesty’s carriage were cream 
colored and perfect matches. The queen rode 
facing the horses and sat alone. The princess 
of Wales and Princess Victoria, the queen’s 
oldest child and wife of the crown prince 
of Germany, occupied the other seat in the 
carriage, and sat opposite her majesty'. The 
British, German and other princes rode as 
escort to the carriage. 
This escort, com­ 
posed us it was entirely of the rouh, sons-in- 
law and grandsons of the queen, all brill­ 
iantly uniformed and riding magnificent 
horses, elegantly caprisoned, presented a 
splendid spectacle. 
Over her black costume 
the queen wore a white lace gown. 
Her 
bonnet was of white netting or iace with un 
inw rought coronet of diamonds. 
The duke 
of Cambridge, commander-in-chief, rode 
close to the queen all along the journey 
both w ays, the procession w as closed up by 
parties of Life Guards and Indian troops. 
\\ ben the jieople at the palace gates had 
shouted themselves hoarse by cheering for 
the queen, they continued to 
cry 
out, 
“Long life to the prince ami princess of 
Wales.” The queen, as she left the palace, 
seemed to be in excellent spirits, and she

The queen’s 
carriage was a large one of chocolate color, 
wheels red and the royal arms in gold em­ 
blazoned upon the panels.

All the servants wore state liveries of scar­ 
let and gold. 
The other carriages contain­ 
ing members of the royal family were of a 
gorgeous character, horsed with four bays 
each, and all open. 
The procession pro­ 
ceeded at a 6inurt walking pace into Con­ 
stitution hill, and then adopted a more de­ 
liberate gait 
Tbo beautiful g.een of the 
avenue trees, the sweet odors of the haw­ 
thorns and the splendid uniforms of the 
military, coupled with the enthusiasm of 
the crowd, made the occasion one of re­ 
freshing 
enchantm ent 
The 
procession 
slowly made 
its 
way until 
the 
Wel­ 
lington arch was reached, and then the 
first introduction to the London streets 
ensued. 
Emerging from the Wellington 
arch, the bisl to greet the queen were the 
convalescent p a te n ts and others at the S t 
George’s hospital, which was packed from 
basement to roof, seats having been erected 
for many thousands over the roof of the 
hospital. 
On reaching Picadilly the queen 
was seen to look up at the Apsiey bouse and 
as she passed the mansions of her intim ate 
friends. 
The 
sons, the sons-in-law and 
giaudsons of the queen were all cheered bj 
the people. 
Frederick William, the German 
crown prince, m his white uniform, was 
easily recognized by the populace, and he 
w as applauded by Englishmen as he never 
has yet been in bis ow n country.

ner was modest and affable, and he captured 
the hearts of the crowds and bowed again 
and again. It was not until Devonshire house 
was reached that the queen realized the 
grand preparations that haa been made to 
greet her.

While the procession was passing through 
Ball Mall, the weather having turned verj 
warm, three persons in th at thoroughfare 
were sunstiuck. 
A num ber o? person? 
along the route were crushed into insensi­ 
bility, and were removed to hospitals 
Sev- 
eral policemen were overcome by heat and 
taken home in ambulances 
The horse rid­ 
den by the marquis of Lorno was restive and 
threw,- the marquis, but did not injure him. 
On reaching the Thames embankm ent the 
procession had to make a detour almost at 
right angles 
F ro m the new National Li­ 
brary club to 8k Htephen’s club the enthu­ 
siasm was indescribable. 
Men clambered 
up iu the treeB in such num ber as to damage 
them. 
All along the Thames embankment, 
where not occupied by public gardens, seats 
and galleries had been erected.

comprehension how the military and police 
managed to keep a way along the Thames 
embankm ent open for the progress of the 
queen.

On the procession nearing the abbey the 
troops saluted, guns were fired, the bells oi 
the churches rang out merry peals, and 
flags were run up, the cheering being con­ 
tinued uutii the queen had passed into the 
west door. 
After passing through the vesti­ 
bule, her majesty was conducted to the 
grand dais under the lantern tower.

was surrounded by thirty-tw'o members ol 
the royal family. 
The scene in the abbey 
when the queen entered was dazzling. 
Ten 
thousand people were seated.

Hbe soon, 
however, recovered, ami regained her bright 
and pleasant aspect 


THE RELIGIOUS SERVICES 
in the abbey iu commemoration of the 
jubilee were conducted according to the 
carefully prepared programme. 
The arch­ 
bishop of Canterbury and the dean of West­ 
minster alone 
conducted them. 
Nearly 
every dignitary of the established church, 
however, was present, beside a great n u m ­ 
ber of distirgulshed clergymen belonging to 
other denominations. 
The queen's advent 
was arranged so that she entered the abbey 
precisely at noon. 
Dr. Bridge, organist of 
the abbey, who had for the occasion a 
specially trained choir ot 250 voices se­ 
lected from the great choirs of Loudon, a 
number of em inent soloists, beside a large 
accompaniment of brass instruments, grad u­ 
ally drew the congregation into silence to be 
prepared for the queen's coining, by render­ 
ing a num ber of selections in a m anner that 
made every peison within bearing of the 
great organ catch its softest notes. 
When 
the queen reached the abbey and the royui 
procession was forming in the marquee out 
side the west door, the state trumpeters, in 
gold and crimson uniforms, executed fan­ 
fares from the organ loft, nearly iu the cen­ 
ter of the edifice. 
When the clergy ut the 
head of the royal procession moved into the 
church the national anthem was rendered 
by the organ. The mus.c was thrilling 
The 
audience rose as a unit, and Jeut their ten 
thousand voices to accompany the choir. 
The effect was so grand, so profound, that 
many persons were moved to tears. 
It was 
at this moment that the queen appear d 
within the doors. 
Then the singing of the 
anthem ceased, and the processional inarch 
from Handel's “Occasional Uraturia” was 
given by tne organ during the progress of 
the queen and the royal family 


TO THE DAIS. 
When they were seated the archbishop of 
Canterbury and the d<‘au of Westminster, 
who had taken their places with the sacra- 
riurn, began the service by asking of God a 
blessing upon 
the queen. 
“The l e Deuin ; 
Laudamus” was then sung by the cboir to the , 
music composed by the princs consort, the 
queen having requested this. 
The Lord’s 
prayer was then 
sa:d and the answers 
(adapted to the occasion) were Intoned. 
Then three special prayers were offered 
Following 
the prayers the “Exaudiat Te 
Dominuh 
was sung with organ and brass 
band aoocompaminent 
The dean of West­ 
minster advanced Pi the altar rails uud 
read 
the 
lesson 
for 
the 
day—First 
Epistle 
Beter, 
ii., 
G 18. 
Dr. 
Bridges’ 
special anthem, selected 
by 
the 
queen 
last year 
as 
her 
jubilee 
anthem, was 
next rendered, followed by 
the 
choral 
“Gotha,” composed by tne prince consort. In 
the rests the national anthem was intro­ 
duced 
Two more special prayers for the 
defense of the faith, the spiritual welfare of 
the kingdom and for peace and love fol­ 
lowed, and were supplemented by the bene­ 
diction, which was pronounced by the arch­ 
bishop 
When the benediction had been 
pronounced the queen was saluted by her 
children, all of whom were kissed by her 
majesty. 
The queen then exchanged g re e t­ 
ings with other relatives and kissed the Ger­ 
man crown prince twice. 
All the princesses 
upon the dais wore light dresses. 
After the 
royal salutations hud all been made, the 
queen descended the dais and moved out of 
the abbey, preceded by the royal family, the 
congregation standing and cheering with 
fervor all the wnile, Mendelssohn’s march 
from "Athalie” being rendered by the organ 
and band until her majesty had departed. 
THE RETURN TO THE PALACE. 
The process!on,which came by the Thames 
embankm ent, returned via Whitehall, pass­ 
ing the war, admiralty and other state de­ 
partments, whi h were decorated w ith flags 
and festoons all along their fronts. 
The re­ 
turn was made amid a prolonged and un­ 
broken succession of j»ot>ular acclamations, 
the queen responding by bow ing to the right 
and lefk 
The procession reached Bucking­ 
ham palace shortly after 3 o’clock, and five 
minutes later her majesty pa*-ed in to the 
palace amid the most tumultuous cheering 
wdlh her escort of general.' on either side. 
The queen 
bore her journey well, and 
was soon after returning laughing and smil­ 
ing at the royal children, who were upon 
the main balcony of the palace, and kissing 
her hands to them.

President of the Uuitcd 
States of America, to Her Majesty,Victoria, Quoen 
of Great Britain and Ireland and Empress of 
India—Great and Good Friend: In the name 
and on behalf of the people of the United States, 
I present their sincere felicity upou the arrival 
of the fiftieth anniversary of your majesty’s ac­ 
cession to the crown of Great Britain. I but 
utter the general voice of my fellow countrymen 
In wishing for your people the prolongation of a 
reign so marked with advance in popular well 
being, physical, moral and intellectual. 
It is 
justice and not adulation to acknowledge the 
debt of gratitude and rcsjieet due to your per­ 
sonal virtues for their importtmt. influence in 
producing and causing the prosperous and well 
ordered condition of affairs now generally pre­ 
vailing throughout your dominions. May your 
life l>e prolonged, and pear*, honor and prosper­ 
ity bless the people over whom you have l»een 
called to rule. May lifierty flourish throughout 
your empire under just and equal laws, aud 
your government be strong in the ^ffectUins of 
all who live under it; and I pray God to have 
your majesty in his holy keeping

on the Fourth 
Section of the 
Law. 


The Railroad Companies 
Allowed to Re tinkled 
by Their Own Judgem ent in C onstructing 
t h e Art. 
Washington, Juno 15.—The interstate 
commerce commission rendered 
to-night 
the long-expected decision upon the fourth 
section of the interstate act, 
which p ro ­ 
hibits “a greater charge lor the tra n sp o r­ 
tatio n ol passengers and property over 
ft 
shorter 
th a n 
a 
longer 
distftiire 
in 
the 
same 
direction 
under 
sub­ 
stantially 
similar 
circumstances 
and conditions.’’ 
The decision was made 
upon the petition of the Louisville A Nash­ 
ville and other railroad companies which 
were among the first to apply for relief 
from the operation of the fourth section. 
The decision comprises more th an 15,000 
words. The m ost im p o rtan t feature is 
the announcem ent th a t the commission, 
after m ature consideration, is satisfied 
th a t the s ta tu te does n o t 
require it, 
in every instance of an exceptional case, 
to grant its order for relief. 
The decision 
says: 
Before the carrier is a t liberty in its de­ 
parture from the general rule, the carrier 
m ust judge for itself what are “s u b sta n ti­ 
ally similar 
circumstances and 
condi­ 
tions,” w hich preclude a special rate, re­ 
bate o r drawback which is made unlawful 
by the law, since no tribunal is empowered 
to judge for it until after the carrier has 
acted; then only for the purpose of deter­ 
mining whether its actions constitutes a 
violation of law. 
The carrier judges on 
peril of the consequences; bu t the special 
rates, rebate or draw back which it grants 
are not illegal when it turns out th a t the 
circumstances aud conditions were 
not 
such as forbid it; and as congress clearly 
intended this, it m ust also, when using the 
same words in the fourth section, have in­ 
tended th a t the carrier whose privilege was 
in some way limited bv them, should act 
upon its judgment of limiting circum­ 
stance* and conditions. 
The commission, 
therefor**, will n o t undertake to decide in 
advance what constitutes or w hat does 
no t constitute discrimination under *'sul>- 
Ktantially sim ilar circumstances and con­ 
ditions,’’ but will leave the raiJroa 1 com­ 
panies in fixing their tariffs to act upon 
their own judgment and a t their risk, sub ­ 
ject to accountability before the comm is­ 
sion and the courts in cases where com­ 
plaint is m ade by interested parties of 
violation of t he law. 


TO GUIDE t h e k a i l h o a d s . 


F o r the guidance, however, of railroad 
companies tlie commission has considered 
a t great length nearly all questions raised 
under the fourth section of the law, and 
has reached conclusions which are sum ­ 
marized as follows 
First —The prohibition in the fourth sec­ 
tion against a greater charge for a shorter 
than for a longer (fistunce over the sam e 
line in the same direction, the sh orter l»e- 
ing included within the longer distance, as 
qualified 
therein, is limited to cases in I 
which circumstances and conditions are 
substantially similar. 
Second 
The phrase “ under sub stan tially • 
similar circumstances and conditions," in i 
the fourth section, is used in the sam e 
sense as in the second section, and under J 
the qualified form of prohibition in the j 
fourth section, 
carriers are required to : 
judge in the first instance with regard to ! 
similarity or dissimilarity of circumstances 
and conditions th a t forbid or permit a 
greater charge for a shorter distance. 
Third 
The judgment of carriers in re- 
ipect to circumstances and conditions is 
not final, b u t subject to the a u th o rity <4 
the commission and courts to 
decide 
whether un error has been comm itted or 
whether the s ta tu te has been 
violated, 
and in case of a complaint for violation of 
the fourth section of the act. the burden of 
proof is on the carrier to justify nuv de­ 
parture from the general rule prescribed 
by the statu te, by showing circumstance* 
and conditions, substantially dissimilar. 
Fou rth- The provisions of section 1. re­ 
quiring c h a r g e s to be reasonable ami just, 
and of section 2, forbidding unjust dis­ 
crimination, 
apply 
when 
exceptional 
charges are made under section 1, as they 
do in other cases. 
Fifth 
The existence of actual com peti­ 
tion which is of controlling force in respect 
to traffic may make out dissimilar circum­ 
stance* 
and 
conditions 
entitling 
the 
carrier 
to

less 
for a longer th an for a shorter haul over 
the sam e line in the sam e direction, the 
shorter being included in the longer in the 
following cases: (1) When competition is 
with carriers by w ater which are not su b­ 
ject to the provisions of the sta tu te. 
2) 
When the com petiton is with foreign or 
other railroads which are not subject to 
the provisions ot the sta tu te . 
(3 j In rare 
and jiecuiiar cases ol com petition between 
railroads which are subject to th** s ta tu te 
when the wtrict application of the general 
rnl* >f ths s ta tu te would be destructive of 
com jitition . 
Sixth—When a greater charge in the »g 
geegate is made for the tra n sp o rta tio n of 
passengers or liae kind of prop erty for a 
shorter th a n for a longur distance over 
the sume line in the sam e direction, the 
shorter n o t ledng included in the longer dis 
lance. It is not sufficient justification there­ 
fore th a t traffic which is subjected to such 
greater charge is way or local traffic, a n d th a t 
which is given more favorable rates is not, 
nor is it sufficient justification for such 
zreater charge th a t short haul traffic more 
expensive to the carrier unless when the 
circumstances are such as make it excep­ 
tionally expensive or long haul traffic ex­ 
ceptionally inexpensive, the difference be­ 
ing extraordinary and susceptible of proof, 
tior th ^ t a lesser charge on a longer haul, 
merely a continuation of favorable rat**# 
under which trad e centers, or individual es- 
tabiishments have lx*en 
built up. 
The 
fact th a t long haul traffic will only bear 
tertaln rates is no reason for carrying it 
for less th a n cost a t the expense of other 
traffic. 


CONSIDERED IN DETAIL. 


Considering the cases governed by the 
fifth section in the above a b stract the com­ 
mission t ikes tip the first, com petition with 
carriers by water, and says; 
It was fairly shown before us th a t !n- 
itances exist, and m any will fa* found, 
along the routes of the petitioners’ lines in 
Kentucky, T e n n e s s e e , Georgia, Alabama, 
Mississippi and Louisiana, three com pet­ 
ing waterways force dow n railroad rates 
below w hat it is possible to make them a t 
non-competitive points and still m aintain 
the roads with success or efficiency. 
The 
only question is whether com petition is 
kept within projier hounds. 
Low rates are 
a necessity of the situation, and if rail­ 
roads compete with water tran sp o rtatio n , 
either on ocean or navigable rivera; they 
have no choice b u t to accept such rates. 
To compel the roads to observe strictly 
the general rule laid down by 
the fourth 
section would necessitate their a b an d o n ­ 
ment of Home classes 
of 
business 
in 
which 
their 
competition 
with 
w a­ 
ter 
tra n sp o rta tio n 
is now 
of pnblic 
importance. 
The railroads m ust either 
be allowed to compete with vessel owners, 
and make low charges for th a t purpose, or 
they must leave vessel owners in the pos­ 
session of business w ithout the check upon 
charges which competition would afford.” 
The commission is of the opinion th a t con­ 
gress ha<l these circumstances iu view in 
passing the law. Competition with C ana­ 
dian roads may, it is believed, present a case 
of dissimilar circumstances aud condition. 
Whenever such roads compete with roads 
in the I'nited States for business between 
one p art of the country and another, a 
state of circumstances ailses as to such 
business which justifies American roads 
meeting such com petition by correspond­ 
ing reduction of rates, w ithout regard to 
the fact t h a t in so doing the rates between 
terminals may be reduced below the rates 
to and from interm ediate places, which are 
otherwise 
reasonable 
and 
just. 
Tin* 
fact 
th a t 
American 
roads 
are 
left free to meet such competition is a s ­ 
surance t h a t no war on rates will be waged 
by Canadian roads. 
The case in which 
competition between American roads will 
perm it a deviation from the long and 
short haul clause are very few; bu t one 
such is th a t of the railroad extending from 
Pittsburg, Pa., parallel to the Pennsyl­ 
vania road as far ns Youngstown, thence 
to Ashtabula, Ohio, where, through con­ 
nection with the Lake Shore, it gives to the 
people of Pittsburg and Youngstown com­ 
petition with the Pennsylvania road in 
their business to and from New York and 
New England. 
This r< ute is somew hat 
roundabout, 
but 
if 
the 
lone 
ami 
short 
haul 
clause 
is 
construed 
strictly would destroy competition from 
Pittsburg. 
Other roads are similarly sit 
uated, like certain no rth and south roads, 
such as th a t from Cincinatti to Toledo 
and th a t from New Albany to Chicago, 
when forming links in east-bound traffic. 
They make a smaller charge for a longer 
haul because their direction compels it. 
The commission reserves freedom to dr 
cide without prejudice applications from 
these roads. 


WHAT W IL L B E DONE. 
The commissioners say they were u n an i­ 
mous in the opinion and conclude it as 
follows:

I am having a complete in 
ventory of them made o u t with written 
statem ents to tell briefly, as far as known, 
the history of each trophy and the story of 
how it came to be captured. All this litera­ 
ture will be completed and the trophies will 
be ready to be forwarded to their owners in 
a few weeks. 
“When the president expressed his a p ­ 
proval of this proposition did he do i t in 
writing?” 
The a d ju tan t general did n ot give a direct 
answer to this question, but intim ated 
th a t possibly, when the list of the flags re­ 
turned and their history was given to the 
public, a letter from President i.leveland 
on t he subject might also be made public. 
“When did the president determine th a t 
these flags should be returned” 
“ During the week of the national drill. 
This action is not due to any pressure or 
finy suggestion from any outside source. 
The idea originated with the a d m in istra­ 
tion. 
It had been in contem plation in the 
departm ent for tom e considerable time 
Gen. Drum only speaks of tbe president 
in regard to his action to say th a t the pro­ 
position was made to the president by 
Secretary Endicott a t a cabinet meeting, 
when it w»* unanim ously approved. 


A STRONG TORNADO. 


It Visits Grand Fork* and Vicinity, Attended by 
Death and Destruction. 
There was a tremendous wind and rain 
storm , in the vicinity of Grand Forks, 
Dak , on the afternoon of the 16th inst. 
At 8:10 the storm had reached it* height, 
Iho wind 
blowing a t the rate of about 
seventy miles an hour. 
The seen® on the streets was awful in the 
extreme; the noise occasioned by buildings 
going before the storm , the crash of break­ 
ing glass, the sight of huge and heavy roofs 
picked up bodily from the building* and 
lodging 
in the center of 
the streets, 
team s breaking 
from 
their 
fastenings 
on the streets and running wildly hither 
and thither to get o ut of the howling storm 
all went to add to the horror of the m o­ 
ment. 
The storm raged for a half hour, 
and the wind and ruin never relaxing for a 
second. 
It was no t a cyclone, though so- 
called by the newspapers, but simply a 
to rn ad o or nigh wind. 
It did not take 
lon« to ascertain the casualties. 
Cora Ktarbird was instantly killed by 
being struck on the temple bya falling tim ­ 
ber. 
Mrs. Follets also met her death In 
the ruins, nad her mother, Mrs. Davis, re­ 
ceived injuries from which her death is 
mom entarily expected.

The M anitoba railroad eating hous**, ud- 
joitiing the passenger depot, was totally de­ 
stroyed.

London, June 21.—The first day of the 
fifty first year of the reijro of Queen Victoria 
over Great britain opened with perfect 
I summer weather in London. 
The crowds

Thousands of people who yesterday selected 
I I ooh lions around the route of to-day's pro- 
cession, in order to retain them, occupied 
them all the night 
A steady stream of 
jadesirians and carriages poured constantly 
all night into the city from all directions 
towards the West E nd At 5 o’clock this 
1 morning every point of vantage along the 
I sUeels which composed the royal procession 
route was M cured. 
At JI o’clock the line of 
I route was on each side a compact mass of 
people The scene at Westminster abbey was 
I moat brilliant 
Every seat was filled and 
I every person a distinguished person. There 
never probably in modern times assembled 
under one roof an audience so well and so 
brilliantly arranged. 
Every man present 
entitled to wear uniform or decoration had 
both on. When tins audience was all seated, 
i the scene presented was incomparable. For 
a wiiile when all were stated there was 
quiet, bat this was only temporary aud 
j lasted only long enough for the people to 
| locate owe another. Then there was the life 
of rccongnitton and of gossip, ami it gradu­ 
ated rapidly into a noisy hum.

Minister Salisbury entered and proceeded to 
the place set apart for him he was cheered.

From the new National Li­ 
brary club to St Stephen’s club the enthu­ 
siasm was indescribable.

On the procession nearing the abbey the 
troops saluted, guns were flied, the bells of 
tho churches rang oat merry peals, and 
flags were run up, the cheering tieing con­ 
tinued until the queen had passed into the 
west door. After passing through tho vesti­ 
bule, her majesty was conducted to the 
grand dais under the lantern tower. Bbs 
was surrounded by thirty-two members of 
the royal family. The scene in the abbey 
when the queen entered was dazzling. 
Ten 
thousand people were seated. 
The women 
discarded their wraps and revealed the full 
splendor of their beaut}' and attire. 
Three 
tiers of galleries had been builtin the abbey, 
with seats for ten thousand.

colored and pei lect matches The queen rode 
lacing the horses and sat alone The princess 
of Wales and Princess Victoria, the queen’s 
oldest child and wife of the crown prince 
of Germany, occupied the other scat hi the 
carriage, and sat opposite her majesty. The 
British, German and other princes rode as 
escort to the carriage. 
This escort, com­ 
posed as it was entirely of the sons, sons-in- 
law and grandsons of the queen, all brill­ 
iantly uniformed and riding magnificent 
horses, elegantly capnsoned, presented a 
splendid '{icctacle. Over her black costume 
the queen wore a white lace gown. Her 
I outlet w as of white netting or lace with an 
inwrought coronet of diamonds. 
The duke 
of Cambridge, commander-in-chief, rode 
close to the queen all along the journey 
both ways, the procession wusclosed up by 
parties Af Life Guards and Indian troops. 
When tie people at the palace gates had 
shouted themselves hoarse by cheering for 
tile queen, they continued to cry out, 
“Long life to the prince and princess of 
Wales.’- The queen, as she left the palace, 
seemed lo be in excellent spirits, and she 
SMILED AMI I VOWED GRACEFULLY 
to the people on every side. The queen's 
< arriage was a large one of chocolate color, 
wheels red and the royal arms in gold em­ 
blazoned upon the panels. Red Morocco 
harness was used for the horses, which w ere 
I otherwise decorated with royal blue ribbons. 
All the servants wore state liveries of scar­ 
let and ye* id. The other carriages contain­ 
ing memPers of the royal family were of a 
I gorgeous character, horsed with four bays 
each, and all open. 
The procession pro- 
eeeded at a smart walking pace into Con­ 
stitution hill, and then adopted a more de-

I ho beautiful g.een of the 
I avenue trees, the Bwoet odors of the haw­ 
thorns and the splendid uniforms of the 
military, coupled with the enthusiasm of 
the crowd, made the occasion one of re- 
i freshing 
enchantment. 
The 
procession 
slowly made 
its 
way until

lington arch was reached, and then the 
first introduction to tho London streets 
ensued 
Emerging from the Wellington 
ai eh. tile til st to greet the queen were the 
convalescent patients and others at the St 
George's hospital, which was packed from 
basement to roof. seats having been erected 
for many thousands over the roof of the 
hospital. Un n aching Ifieadilly the queen 
was seen to look up at the Apsiey house and 
as she passed the mansions of her intimate 
friends. 
The sons, the sons-in-law and 
grandsons of the (peen were all cheered by 
the people. Frederick William, the German 
crown prince, in his white uniform, was 
easily recognized by the {topulace, and he 
w as applauded by Englishmen ae he never 
has yet been rn his ow n country. His man­ 
ner was modest and affable, and he captured 
the hearts of the crowds aud bowed again 
and again. It was not until Devonshire house 
was react!cd that the qieen realized the 
grand preparations that baa l>een made to 
greet her. 
Here the marquis of Hartington 
had a spacious gallery erected, from which 
many hundreds of gaily dressed ladies 
waved their handkerchiefs and cheered the 
queen. Facing Devonshire house at the Bath 
hotel, another gigantic booth had

abbey every point of vantage had been

a memorable one, toe street* being all 
splendidly decorated with flowers, flags, 
evergreens, etc. The procession, as viewed 
from the duke of York’s column, passing 
down the hill from tho circus to Pall Mall 
east, was a remarkable sight. The shouts 
of the people were heard from the top of 
the coin tun as one vast roar.

Th* Railroad Companies 
Allowed to Be Balded 
by T heir Ooh Judgem ent I* Constructing 
the Aet. 
Washington, June 15.—The interstate 
commerce commission rendered to-night 
the long-expected decision upon the fourth 
section of the interstate act, which pro­ 
hibits “a greater charge for the transpor­ 
tation of passengers and property over 
a 
shorter 
than 
a 
longer 
distance 
in 
the 
same 
direction 
under 
sub­ 
stantially 
similar 
circumstances 
and conditions.” The decision was made 
upon the petition of tho Louisville A Nash­ 
ville and other railroad companies which 
were among the first to apply for r« lief 
from the G yration of the fourth section. 
The decision comprises more than 15,000 
words. The most im portant feature is 
the announcement that the commission, 
after mature consideration, is satisfied 
th a t tile statute does not 
require it, 
in every instance of an exceptional case, 
to grant its order for relief. The decision 
says: 
Before tho carrier is at liberty in its de­ 
parture fjrom the general rule, tho carrier 
must judge for itself what are "substanti­ 
ally similar 
circumstances ami 
condi­ 
tions,” which preclude a s|»ecial rule, re­ 
bate or drawback which is made unlawful 
by the law, since no tribunal is empowered 
to judge for it until after the carrier has 
acted; then only for the purpose of deter­ 
mining whether its actions constitutes a 
violation of law. The carrier judges on 
peril of the consequences; but the special 
rates, rebate or (Ira" back which it grants 
are not illegal when it turns out th a i the 
circumstances aud conditions were not 
such os forbid it; und as congress clearly 
intended this, it must also, when using the 
samo words in the fourth section, have in­ 
tended th at the carrier whose privilege was 
in some way limited by them, should act 
upon its judgment of limiting circum­ 
stances and conditions. The commission, 
therefore, will not undertake to decide in 
advance what constitutes or what does 
not constitute discrimination under “sub­ 
stantially sim ilar circumstances and con­ 
ditions,'’ but will leave the railroa I com­ 
panies in fixing their tariffs to act upon 
their own judgment and a t their risk, sub­ 
ject to accountability before the coni mis­ 
sion and the courts in (aces where com­ 
plaint is made by interested parties of 
violation of Die law. 


to GUIDE THU RAILROADS. 
For th** guidance, however, of railroad 
companies the Commission has considered 
at great length nearly all questions raised 
under the fourth section of the law, and 
has reached conclusions which are sum* 
om tim i as follows: 
First—The prohibition in the fourth sec­ 
tion against a greater charge for a slier t*-r 
than for a longer (fistulae over the same I

New York, June 15.—“May God palsy 
the hand th at wrote the order; may God 
palsy the brain th a t conceived it, and 
may God palsy the tongue th a t dictated 
it.” G. A. it. veterans glanced a t each 
other with awe, as those sentences rang 
out from Comm under- in-Chief Fairchild, of 
the Grand Army of the Republic to-night In

They 
were intended to lie kept in tho archive* 
of the nation as mementoes of hard won 
field* of battle.

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A STROHM TORNADO. 


It Flatts Grand Fork* and Tlelnltf, Attended by 
Death and Detraction. 
Thoro was a tremendous wind and rain 
storm , in the vicinity of Grand Forks, 
Dak , on the afternoon of the 16th inst. 
At 3:10 the storm had reached its height, 
tho wind 
blowing a t the rate of about 
Hoventy miles an hour. 
The Hcen« oil the streets was awful in the 
extreme; the noise occasioned by buildings 
going before the storm , the crash of break 
ing glass, the sight of huge and heavy roofs 
picked up bodily from the buildings and 
lodging 
in the center of 
the streets, 
teams breaking 
from their 
fastenings 
on the streets and running wildly hither 
and thither to get out of the howling storm 
all went to add to the horror of the mo­ 
ment. The storm raged for a half-hour, 
and tho wind and rain never relaxing for a 
second. It wan not a cyclone, though so­ 
called by the newspapers, but simply a 
tornado or nigh wind. It did not take 
long to ascertain the casualties. 
t ora Starbird was instantly killed by 
lasing struck on the temple bya falling tim ­ 
ber. Mrs. Toilets also met her death In 
the ruins, aad her mother, Mrs. Davis, re­ 
ceived injuries from which her death is 
momentarily expected.

fact th a t long haul traffic will only bear 
certain rates is no reason for carrying it 
for less than cost at the expense of other 
traffic. 
CONSIDERED IX DETAIL. 
Considering the cases governed by th® 
fifth section in the above abstract the com­ 
mission t ikes up the first, compel Ilion with 
carrier* bv water, and says

Importance. The railroads must either 
lie allowed to compete with vessel owners, 
and make low charges for that purpose, or

Tho commission is of theopinion that con­ 
gress had these circumstances iii view in 
pawing lh* law. Co rn petition with ( ana- 
iian roads may, ills believed, present a case 
>f dissimilar circumstances and condition. 
Whenever such roods compete with roads 
in the United Stat* s for business between 
one part of the country and another, a 
state of circumstances arises as to such 
business which justifies American roads 
meeting such competition by correspond­ 
ing reduction of lates, without regard to 
the fact that in so doing the rates between 
terminal* may be reduced below the rates 
to and from intermediate places, which are 
otherwise 
re aeon abit* 
and 
just. 
The 
fact 
th at 
American 
roads 
are 
left free to meet such competition is as­ 
surance th a t no war on rates will be waged 
by Canadian roads. The case in which 
competition between American roads will 
permit a deviation from the long and 
short haul clause are very few; but one 
such is that of the railroad extending from 
Pittsburg. Pa., parallel to the Pennsyl­ 
vania road as far as Youngstown, thence 
to Ashtabula. Ohio, where, through con­ 
nection w ith the Lake Shore, it gives to the 
peop!** of Pittsburg and Youngstown com­ 
petition with the Pennsylvania road in 
their business to and from New York aud 
New England. This r< lite is somew hat 
roundabout. 
but 
if

haul 
clause is construed 
strictly would destroy competition from 
Pittsburg. 
Other roads are similarly sit 
unled, like certain north and south roads, 
such as th a t from Cincinatti to Toledo 
and that from New Albany to Chicago, 
when forming links in east-bound traffic. 
They make a smaller charge for a longer 
haul because their direction comiiels it. 
The commission reserves freedom to de­ 
cide without prejudice applications from 
these roads.

F rom tn e Y o u th 's C om p an ion . 
In the autum n of 1882 the writer,in 
company with an offi:er of the army, 
was riding along a trail which led 
through one of the detached m ount­ 
ain ranges th a t border the White 
Mountains, or Ban Carlos Indian Kes- 
ervat ion. 
Having reached an open p art of the 
trail, the horses were walking along at 
a brisk pace when, upon turning an 
abrupt angle, which opened upon an 
extended and magnificent scene, both 
horses shied, stopped short, and with 
heads high in air a.id nostrils distend­ 
ed, evinced unm istakable signs of fear. 
The officer, who was an experienced 
frontiersman, apprehending the cause, 
quickly exclaimed: “Be onyourguard, 
there are Indians 
hereabouts; the 
horses smell them .” 
Realizing th a t it would be as safe, 
perhaps, for us to remain where we 
were as it would be to turn back, we 
began reconnoitring, our horses,mean­ 
time. manifesting great uneasiness. 
Catching the drift of the wind and 
looking carefully and anxiously in 
th a t direction, we soon discovered the 
cause of the alarm —an Apache buck 
and two sqamvs seated uponabroken 
crag several hundred yauls above us, 
each as silent and motionless as the 
rock upon which they were reclining. 
The Indians seemed to be friendly, 
and in response to a signal from the 
officer clambered down the m ountain 
to where we stood, when it was found 
th a t they were a nut gathering party. 
They informed us by means of signs 
and a few broken expressions which 
the officer understood th a t they had 
discovered us at a point several miles 
distant, and had selected a convenient 
position from which they could watch 
otir movements unobserved. 
But for 
the sagacity of our horses they doubt­ 
less would have remained unseen by us. 
Our horses, the officer informed me, 
were veteran Indian fighters, having 
participated in several 
campaigns 
against the 
Apaches, 
and

“.-c* n t” in Indian a t a great distance 
when the usually keen sense of hearing 
failed to detect the presence of an ene­ 
my. 
A party of miners, not far from the 
City of Tucson, have a team of horses 
named “Dick” and “Jim .” 
Dick is 
the older, and probably on th a t ac­ 
count presumes to direct the course 
of his younger companion. 
During the night the horses graze in 
the vicinity of the cabin occupied by 
the miners, and as day begins to 
break they approach quite close to 
the house, where they linger until the 
men make their appearance. 
Bhoutd the services of the horses be 
required the men are particular to go 
forth with a nosebag, at the eight of 
which the animals suffer themselves 
to be caught; but if instead of a nose­ 
bag a bridle or rope should be taken, 
old Dick is sure to kick up Ins bee’s 
and run away. 
Not content to go alone, he will 
drive Jim away, also, biting him if he 
does not move promptly, and thus, 
tor a considerable t ime, will mischiev­ 
ously avoid his owners. 
After a while, 
as if satisfied with their frolic, the 
horses will return to the cabin of their 
own accord, allow themselves to be 
saddled or hitched to the wagon, ami 
throughout the day will work laith- 
fullv. 
But the most remarkable tra it of 
these horses is their habit of eating 
anything and everything which comes 
from the table. One evening, not long 
ago, while on a vi>it to the camp, 1 
observed one of the men who cleared 
off the supper table put the tincon- 
sinned portions of the meal—consist­ 
ing of bread, p o ta to e s , fried bacon, 
gravy and baked beans—into the hor- 
horses’ nose bags and afterwards add a 
quantity of p o tato parings, rinds of 
smoked bacon and other “raw m ater­ 
ials.” 
Not seeing any dog or chickens 
about, I inquired what he intended to 
do with the hotch-potch, and was 
surprised a t his reply: “Feed it to 
‘he horses.”

The miners informed me th a t the 
horses were very fond of soup, and 
would even eat chow-chow pickles, 
which caused them to sneeze and 
make exceedingly amusing wry faces. 
Both of these horses are great favor­ 
ites, particularly the older one, whose 
funny tricks have established him in 
the light of a privileged character, 
and the high respect in which he is 
held by lus owners is shown by the 
I'm t th at they have named one of 
their best mines “The Old Dick.” 
< me day Inst aut umn a miner, whose 
home is in an adjoining county, and 
who lives alone in a small cabin situ­ 
ated m the foothills several miles 
trom his nearest neighbor, reached 
home about dusk from an extended 
prospecting tour alm ost worn out and 
sick. 
Jle removed the saddle and 
bridle from lus horse and turned him 
loose to graze, and entering his cabin 
be threw himself dow n upon his cot 
and soon fell into a restless slumber, 
from which lie awoke late in the night 
with a i aging fever. 
Almost delirious, he knew not w hat 
to do, being alone and without medi­ 
cines. 
It might happen th at some 
neighbor would p a s s by in the morn­ 
ing, but there was no certainty th a t 
any person would call for days or 
possibly weeks. 
A realization of his helpless condi­ 
tion aggravated his disease, and the 
poor man grew worse. Morning came 
and he was unable to leave his bed. 
His horse, his one faithful friend and 
companion, could he heard near by, 
evidently waiting for his coming. 
All day long tlie animal remained 
within hearing distance, and during 
the long, tedious hours of the second 
night couid be heard moving about 
with restless tread, as though con­ 
scious th a t some misfortune had be­ 
fallen his master. 
Day fight appeared at l«st, and the 
sick man made an effort to speak. 
Thehorse, hearing the welcome voice, 
went to the door of the cabin, and 
pushing it open, thrust his head into 
the sick m an’s presence, and at the 
same time giving a low w'.iuny, us 
much as to say,“YVhat is the m atter?” 
to w hich kindly inquiry there was no 
response save a moan of distress. 
For a moment or two the horse 
stared strangely about, seemingly be­ 
wildered, then quickly withdrew, and 
in a few moments galloped rapidly 
away. As the sound of the horse’s 
feet died away the sick man felt as 
though his only friend and means of 
relief were now lost to him, and he 
shuddered at the thought th a t 
he 
might fall into th at never waking sleep 
before any person could know th at he 
was ill. 
The nearest neighbor of the sick 
man was a ranchman, w hose home w as 
located on the river about six miles 
distant.

The blaze m ust haye orginated from the 
oven as th at is the only way it can be 
accounted for. 
Mr. Hills informs a Disfatcii scribe 
th a t lie had 
$800 
insurance on the 
premises, $400 of it being on the build­ 
ing, $100 on the stock and the balance 
on the oven and barn, and his loss will 
be $1,000 besides this. 
The oven was built three years ago by 
Mr. Hills at an expense of $700 and was 
a good one. 
The fire at this time will 
interfere materially with his business as it 
will necessitate quite a little delay before 
he can get started again. 
He will re­ 
build on the old site and the new build­ 
ing will probably be much better than 
the one destroyed.

Almost every thing in the bakery 
was burned.

The blaze m ust have orgioated from the 
oven as th a t is the only way it eau be 
accounted for. 
Mr. H ills inform s a D is p a t c h scribe 
th a t he had 
$800 
insurance on the 
premises, $400 of it being on the build­ 
ing, $100 on the stock and the balance 
on the oven and barn, and bis loss will 
be $1,000 besides this. 
The oven was built three years ago by 
Mr. H ills at an expense of $700 and was 
a good one. 
The fire at this tim e will 
interfere m aterially w ith bis Business as it 
will necessitate quite a little delay before 
be can get started again. 
He will re­ 
build on the old site and the new build­ 
ing will probably be much better than 
the one destroyed.
